AN ACT Relating to creating the energency transportation grant
program anendi ng RCW 82. 26. 020; addi ng new sections to chapter 18.73
RCW adding a new section to chapter 43.135 RCW and creating a new
section.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. (1) The legislature finds that:

(a) The preservation of |life is a fundanental purpose of
gover nnent ;

(b) Public and private anbul ances are anong the first responders to
a disaster by providing transportation services for trauma victins and
the infirm and

(c) Inproving public and private anbul ance service will inprove the
surge capacity of the state to respond in the event of a nmgjor
di saster.

(2) The legislature intends to further the fundanental governnenta
purpose of preserving |life by providing grants to both public and
private anbul ance services to inprove their ability to respond to the
critical needs of Washington citizens in the event of a disaster.
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NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. A new section is added to chapter 18.73 RCW
to read as foll ows:

(1) There is established in the departnent of community, trade, and
econom ¢ devel opnent an energency transportation grant program to
enhance the ability of public and private anbul ance services to respond
to the critical needs of Wshington citizens in the event of a
di saster.

(2) Activities and equipnent funded through this program nust
achi eve neasurable goals in one or nore of the follow ng areas:

(a) The preparedness of anbul ance services to neet the needs of
state and |ocal energency nmanagenent officials in the event of a
di saster;

(b) The capacity of anbul ance services to quickly increase their
service levels to neet the increased demand caused by a disaster; or

(c) The ability of anbul ance services to redistribute anbul ances
fromareas unaffected by a disaster to areas affected by the disaster.

(3) At a mninmum grant applications nust address:

(a) A description of the geographic area covered by the anbul ance
servi ce;

(b) A description of the current |evel of anbul ance services in the
area and their ability to neet the needs of the area in the event of a
di saster; and

(c) An explanation of the neasurable goals to be achieved by the
grant funds and a description of the necessary performnce neasures
needed to effectively nonitor whether the goals are being achieved in
an effective and efficient manner.

(4) Subject to the availability of amounts appropriated by the
| egislature for this purpose from the enmergency transportation grant
account and other sources, the departnent of comunity, trade, and
econom ¢ devel opnent shall nake awards under the grant program

(a) Awards shall be nade conpetitively based on the purposes and
criteria in this section.

(b) Activities or equipnent funded under this section nmay be
considered for funding in future years, but shall be consi dered under
the sanme terns and criteria as new applications for activities or
equi prment . Funding of an activity or equipnent under this section
shall not constitute an obligation by the state of Wshington to
provi de ongoi ng fundi ng.

(c) The departnent of conmmunity, trade, and econom c devel opnment
may receive such gifts, grants, and endowrents from public or private
sources as may be made fromtinme to tinme, in trust or otherw se, for
the use and benefit of the purposes of the grant program established in
this section and expend the sane or any incone from these sources
according to the terns of the gifts, grants, or endownents.

(5) The departnent of conmmunity, trade, and econom c devel opnent
shall submt an annual report to the governor and the |legislature
descri bing projects funded by the grant program

NEW SECTION. Sec. 3. A new section is added to chapter 18.73 RCW
to read as foll ows:

The energency transportation grant account is created in the state
treasury. Receipts fromthe tax on the sale, handling, or distribution
of tobacco products under RCW 82.26.020(3)(a) nust be deposited into
the account. Moneys in the account may be spent only after
appropriation. Expenditures fromthe account nay only be used for the
energency transportation grant program created in section 2 of this
act .

Sec. 4. RCW82.26.020 and 2005 ¢ 180 s 3 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) There is levied and there shall be collected a tax upon the
sale, handling, or distribution of all tobacco products in this state
at the follow ng rate:

(a) Seventy-five percent of the taxable sales price of cigars, not
to exceed fifty cents per cigar; or

(b) Seventy-five percent of the taxable sales price of all tobacco
products that are not cigars.

(2) Taxes under this section shall be inposed at the tine the
distributor (a) brings, or causes to be brought, into this state from
w t hout the state tobacco products for sale, (b) makes, manufactures,
fabricates, or stores tobacco products in this state for sale in this
state, (c) ships or transports tobacco products to retailers in this
state, to be sold by those retailers, or (d) handles for sale any
t obacco products that are within this state but upon which tax has not
been i nposed.
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(3) The noneys collected under this section shall be deposited as
fol | ows:

(a) ({ Frty-seven) ) Si xt een per cent in t he ener gency
transportation grant account created under section 3 of this act;

(b) Twenty-one percent in the general fund,

((b)y)) (c) Fifty percent in the health services account created
under RCW 43.72.900; and

((£)y)) (d) Thirteen percent in the water quality account under RCW
70.146.030 for the period beginning July 1, 2005, through June 30,
2021, and in the general fund for the period beginning July 1, 2021.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 5. A new section is added to chapter 43.135 RCW
to read as foll ows:
RCW 43. 135. 035(4) does not apply to RCW 82. 26.020(3)(a).
